ditorial Comment 


YOU ALSO DON’T BUY ELECTIONS 


As is usually the case following an election, something of a hue 
‘and cry is being raised about the amount of money spent to elect 
‘people to public office - a total of some $150,000,000 nationally in 
the recent off-year election. 


Theme of the hue and cry is that only the rich can be elected to © 


‘public office; that candidates “buy” election through heavy 
Paiaptign spending; that “something has to be done,” like limiting 
| campaign expenses, like limiting campaign contributions, like giving 
‘tax credit for campaign contributions up to a certain amount, like 
“subsidizing all campaigns through funds appropriation by the federal 
Or state governments. 

Actually, there is some basis for the hue and cry and there is 
some merit to the various campaign reforms suggested, but a few 
factors are being overlooked. 

For instance, a candidate must have something beside money to 
be elected. After all when it is charged that a candidate for United 
States Senate “bought” election by spending a million and half 
bucks, it should be noted that the fellow running against him failed 
to buy election with the million and a half bucks he also spent. 

It is true that, as Big Daddy says, “Money is the mother’s milk of 
politics,” and it is true that anyone running for public office must be 
able to acquire money through channels of political party and 
personal committee organization. And it is true that everyone who 
might like to run for big time political office cannot jump up and 
grab a bag of political dough - but if that same individual goes to 
work in his party, in his community, in his state, he will gain 
necessary esteem to get the necessary money if he has what it takes 
to acquire public and political esteem. 

Perhaps the best example of “poor boys” without family fortunes 
running for public office was the 1968 presidental campaign in 
which Richard Nixon and Hubert Humphrey were the contestants. 

With the unquestioned influence of the boob tube in politics, 
great sums of political money are being spent for TV time - but who 
knows what public reaction will be to appearance of a candidate - 
live or on paid spots. One or two bad spots - even though those spots 
cost several hundred thousand dollars - can blow a candidate out of 
the water as well as elect him. 

So, what are we getting at. We would be the last to deny that a 
family fortune as a foundation for political action is nice to have. On 
the basis of our own political expereience and philosophy, we know 
that the ideal is to get 10 bucks from all of your own party people 
rather than 10,000 bucks from a few individuals. And we know that 
in the future a specific election may well be “bought.” 

But everything is big and involved in the affairs of America - and 
is getting bigger and more involved. It is not realistic to believe that 
one segment of American affairs - elections - can be simplified. The 
“great game of politics” is going to continue, and it’s going to get 
bigger and bigger, dollarwise. 

But a factor that is being overlooked is that generally, elections 
are not “bought.” A much more significant area in which office 
holders perpetuate themselves is the doling out of federal and state - 
even county and city money, to their districts. And persons in 
political office who can keep the public money coming are hard to 
beat. 

The greatest single reform in the field of politics would be 
legislation to force accurate and total accounting for campaign 
funds, all funds that a candidate and a public office holder receives, 
not only the amounts, but who from. 

No red-blooded public office holder would deny this. But no 
red-blooded public office holder will really support such legislation . 
. until perhaps, we the people use the big club that we still have - 
our vote.

TWO MILLION DOLLAR BOND ELECTION 
INDICATED FOR PORTERVILLE SCHOOLS 


PORTERVILLE — Trustees 
of the Porterville Elementary 
School district have adopted a 
motion of intent to conduct a 
bond election in the amount.of 
two million dollars during the 


spring of 1971. This action was © 


taken subsequent to officially 
receiving the final report of a 
Master Plan Advisory 
committee. 

Approximately one-half of 
the funds generated by the bond 
proposal would be committed to 
the construction of new facilities 
and replacement of sub-standard 


buildings on each of the two’ 


junior high campuses, with the 
balance earmarked for 
modernizing the district’s 
existing K-8 (kindergarten 
through eighth grade) facilities. 

In addition to new 
construction and modernization 
of present: facilities, the 
committee recommends that a 
sum of .$30,000 be made 
available for the acquisition of 
new instructional equipment for 
classroom use. 

More than a year of study: has 
gone into compiling the report 
by the master plan committee 
which was divided into five 
sub-committees - curriculum, 
attendance boundaries, 
remodeling, new facilities, and 
finance. 

The master plan committee, 
formed by board action on 
November 4, 1969, adopted its 
final report on November 12, 
1970, and presented it to the 
governing board on November 
24. The report indicates that if 
all present facilities are put to 
100% use, there is room for 
another 488 students, above 
present enrollment. 

The report also states that by 
modernization of existing 
facilities on elementary 
campuses, the district’s 
investment in these buildings can 
be protected for up to an 
additional 30 years. 
Replacement of some facilities 
built prior to 1933, will have to 
be made in order for the district 
to comply with the structural 
requirements of the Field act. 

Mrs. Pat Sanborn served as 
chairman of the sub-committee 
on modernization of present 
facilities. She said her group 
compared costs for major 
modernization with. new 
construction. The facilities were 
studied from the standpoint of 
safety, desirability of site, space 
Organization and adequacy, 
maintenance, and the 
multi-purpose room. 

In addition to study and 
evaluation of the several school 
campuses, this committee also 
made an extensive evaluation of 
the classrooms, using the 
following criteria: Heat, and 
ventilation, lighting and the 
electrical system, acoustics and 
miscellaneous painting, using 
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pleasant pastel colors. 

Total estimated cost of 
modernization on the nine 
campuses would be $923,582, 
with the amounts to be spent on 
individual campuses ranging 
from $53,480 at Pioneer to 


$168,120 at Bartlett, both. 


junior high schools. Greatest 
amount to be spent on any of 
the K-6 (kindergarten through. 
sixth grade) campuses would be 
$122,240 at John J. Doyle; 
followed by $100,000 at 
Vandalia, $89,000 at Roche, 
$88,320 at Olive, $79,480 at 


West Putnam, $72,980 at | 
Westfield and $66,000 at , 
Belleview. Modernization would 


include such improvements as air 
conditioning, lighting, new 
ceilings, acoustical flooring 
where necessary and painting in 
new attractive pastel colors.

SJ-1 And 4-42 Cotton Seed Available 
For 1971 San Joaquin Valley Planting 


reported at a recent meeting of 
the board of directors of the 
California Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors. 

Cherry reported an excellent 
seed saving season, with most 
harvesting completed prior to 
the first rain. He said there also 
is a continuing interest in 4-42 
seed, and CPCSD expects to 
have about 1,000 tons of this 
strain available for sale. 

Board members stated 
estimates of next year’s cotton 
acreage in the valley cannot be 
made reliably until regulations 
under the federal farm program 
have been spelled out. 

The board approved a trip by 
Cherry and. two directors to visit 
five Southeastern textile mills in 
mid-January for an evaluation of 
the new S-913 strain of cotton 
in comparison with SJ-1 and 
4.42. 

If S-913 checks out 
satisfactorily in spinning tests, it 
could be released for planting in 
the heavy wilt areas of the valley 
for the 1973 season. The 
experimental strain, has shown 
yield increases from 5 to 16% in 
tests in wilt areas. 

Board members agreed U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
breeding efforts should include a 
search for a cotton to fit the 
narrow row planting concept 
under valley conditions. The

Water Needs Call 


For $3 Billion In 
Next 20 Years 


SACRAMENTO — More than 
$3 billion of federal and state 
construction funds will be 
needed between 1970 and 1990 
to meet water needs of 
California’s central valley, 
according to a report from field 
offices of the Federal Water 
Quality administration and the 
U.S. bureau of reclamation. 

The report says that by 2020 
the population in the valley is 
projected to increase 
three-to-five times, irrigated 
acres by SQ precent (some three 
million acres), and net water use 
by over 50 percent. 

A-“timely implementation of 
a comprehensive, regional water 
resource management system 
including both water supply and 
waste management aspects” was 
called for by the federal offices.

It was always quite a thrill in 
horse and wagon days, when 
ummer time came, to take 
camping trips to the mountains 
which took a lot longer to get 
there than it does now. One trip 
‘I remember quite clearly was 
to Doyle Springs above 
Wishon’s, Louis Hinton who was 
my brother-in-law left one 
morning early with eight boys 
_and girls including me, for Doyle 
Springs. It was a long day’s drive 
to get there, around ten hours. 
When we got to Globe we 
stopped at some friends of ours, 
Mr. and. Mrs. Miller who had 
two girls and a boy. Nothing 
would do till we all got out and 
with Miller’s kids went across 
the road to the old swinging 
bridge and all walked across it. 
Swinging as it did we all got a 
thrill out of it. The bridge was 
built around the turn of the 
century so the kids could cross 
the river to a small schoolhouse 
that sat up on a hill. I believe the 
bridge was taken out around 
1930 as unsafe. 

Leaving Miller’s we went on, 
coming to the old Club house 
tight above where Mr. Ed’s beer 
stand is now. Many times I have 
been at the club house staying a 
couple nights to fish, the fish 
those days were native Rainbow 
trout and of better size than 
now. It was around a mile and a 
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ter-Years - A Trip To Doyle’s 


half to Coffee Camp where some 
fishermen were camped. Their 
stoves then were made out of 
rocks piled up to set their 
utensils on with a fire 
underneath. Leaving there we 
had a very steep pull up a 
crooked road on to the forks, 
then on to Wishon’s and Doyle’s. 

At Doyle’s we unloaded the 
wagon, watered the horses, then 
opened a bale of hay in the 
wagon bed for the horses as they 


had had a hard day. Places were 


fixed to put our beds on the 
ground and boy was the ground 
hard to sleep on. Next a place 
was made to build a fire to cook 
our supper. After supper and the 
dishes washed we built a large 
bon fire with logs around it to 
sit on. From there on we had a 
good time which consisted of 
singing old time songs and telling 
stories. Other campers were 
there ‘to join us in the fun. Next 
morning we were up with our 
fishing poles to catch a mess of 
trout which wasn’t hard to do. 
After three nights there we 
started for home and what a 
trip. At the top of the Coffee 
Camp hill where there is a switch 
back the wagon reech broke and 
we were all told to leave the 
wagon. When the reech broke 
the hind wheels came up to the 
front wheels pushing the bed of 
the wagon upon the horses. By 
that time we were at the switch

back and couldn’t turn so into a 
pile of rocks went the wagon 
with one horse jumping over the 
other and what a mess. After 
getting the horses under control 
some campers came up and 
helped to cut a long pole for a 
reech which had to be tied on, 
then we pushed the wagon bed 
back in place. 

We then proceeded on till we 
got to the water wheel which is 
along the road above the present 
county dump. There we had to 
stop and secure the pole reech as 
it was coming loose. 

Us kids enjoyed watching the 
water wheel. I have contacted all 
I know of to find out when the 
water wheel was put in the ditch 
which flows to Pleasant Valley. 
A person 94 years old who I 
talked to said it was there when 
he was a kid. The ditch was built 
around 1883 so the wheel is

quite old. 

A few years later when I was 
old enough to go hunting I went 
hunting from Doyle’s. I went up 
the river then up on a mountain 
to hunt. When I gave up and 
came back I came to a place that 
sounded hollow under my feet 
but shortly I came to a drop off 
to a little stream. Working my 
way down to the stream I saw 
petrified limbs handing down. 
Getting to the creek I proceeded 
to get a drink of water and felt 
bad after I finished as just a 
small distance up stream in a 
very narrow place an old cow 
had died on her back in the 
stream. Nothing was left but the 
bones. A short distance down 
stream I found a little trickling 
stream flowing into it with a sign 
saying Arsenic water, don’t 
drink so I was glad to get back 
to camp to stay.
